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PATROL 
OFFICE IN 
PORTERVILLE? 


PORTERVILLE, July 24 — Pos- 
sibility that a California Highway 
patrol substation may be estab- 
lished in Porterville to serve the 
area from Lindsay to the Kern 
county line and from 99 highway 
to the Inyo county line was seen 
yesterday following a meeting of 
chamber of commerce officials and 
representatives of the patrol. 

The substation would operate 
out of Visalia headquarters; it 
would initially include a lieuten- 
ant, a sergeant, 10 officers and a 
clerk. 

In discussing the substation, 
Capt. H, L. Harrison, commander 
of the Tulare County Highway Pa- 
trol office in Visalia, said that the 
area covered by a Porterville sub- 
station would represent about one- 
third of the county; that in this 
area the patrol now has. assigned 
24.7 per cent of its officers; that 
30 per cent of the county’s acci- 
dents occur in this area; that 19 
per cent of the patrol’s hazardous 

4 arrests are made in the area. 

Capt. Harrison, along with In- 
spector Kenneth E. Porter, of Fres- 
no, explained that at present an 
impartial survey is being made, 
the pros and cons recorded, with 
final decision as to whether or 
not Porterville gets a substation 
to be made “‘further up the line.” 

Discussing the need for a Pa- 
trol substation were Ralph Miller, 
president of the Porterville cham- 
fs ber of commerce who presided at 
the meeting; Supervisor Rodgers 
L. Moore; Porterville Mayor Les- 
ter J. Hamilton, and others. 

State Senator J. Howard Wil- 
liams pointed out that money to 
finance the substation — estimat- 
ed by Capt. Harrison at from $10,- 
000 to $15,000 per year above his 
current budget — is not state gen- 
eral fund money, but is money 
‘paid by motorists themselves, 
coming primarily from gasoline

 fural resources of the mountains — mainly timber in this area — it is 
inevitable that country now reached only by foot or horseback will 
soon be available to the Sunday afternoon driver. 

Realizing this, we are glad to see the Tulare county road plan that 
will be recommended to the state for the next fiscal year suggest 
changing map route for the trans-Sierra extension of highway 190 to 
a point much further south — from Quaking Aspen through the Ken- 
nedy meadow country into Owens valley — and for the sake of the 
record, may we remind you that the road is being designated as the 
Southern Trans-Sierra highway.

It is a road that has a good 
chance for completion in the not too distant future; the northern route, 
however, would probably remain only a line on a map for many years. 
(Which would be all right with us, since it goes into country that should 
be designated as wilderness area.) 

So while some of us regret seeing more roads in the mountains, 
we have to concede to the extent of giving a little and taking a little; 
a lot of beautiful country can be saved from the automobile by mov- 
ing the trans-Sierra section of highway 190 toward the south; yet Tu- 
lare county gets the benefit of a trans-Sierra highway by placing it 
in an area that will be opened anyway for logging.

EIGHTEEN PROPOSITIONS ON BALLOT 


IN NOVEMBER; STATE TAX STRUCTURE 
IS THREATENED BY NUMBER SEVENTEEN 


SACRAMENTO, July 24 — Cali- 
fornia voters will have a chance 
to place their X for or against 18 
propositions on the November 4, 
general election ballot, with sev-

Doe told the group that a new 
food preservation method, called 
“radiation sterilization” will mean 
that fresh pot roasts and steaks 
could be kept for months and 
months without refrigeration. 
Also, many additional foods will 
come in aerosol-type pressure con- 
tainers for push-button conven- 
ience. 

The Safeway executive summar- 
ized by saying that the success- 
ful food store must ‘‘cater not only 
to human needs, but also to hu- 
man wants. 

“Human wants are never stable, 
never regimented ...if the house- 
wife wants more service in food 
preparation, she will have to rec- 
ognize that she is buying time in 
addition to food.”

In our California state constitu- 
tion, the voters have specifically 
reserved to themselves the legisla- 
tive powers of the initiative and 
the referendum. In so doing, they 
have carried out the principle 
stated earlier in that document, 
that ‘‘all political power is inher- 
ert in the people”’ 

California voters have freely ex- 
ercised the powers they retained 
for themselves, avd our constitu- 
tion and statutes bear abundant 
witness to their carving out of 
their own laws: Sometimes, we 
legislators are confronted. by some 


tive proposals, but under the con- 
stitution we must follow the will 
of the people as expressed at the 
polls. 

Our interim committees are of 
great help in enabling us to study 
initiative proposals in advance of 
their being voted on, so that we | 
can determine whether any serious | 
problems demanding legislative) 
action might result from their 
adoption. The joint interim com- 
mittee on tax problems has recent- 
ly held hearings on an initiative 
which, from the evidence present- 
ed, promises to be hotly contro- 
verted before the election in No- 
vember. 

The measure is one which pro- 
poses a three way change in our 
revenue law. First, it proposes 
to reduce the state sales tax from 
its present three percent to two 
percent. Second, it would cut the 
state income tax rate on individ- 
uals having a net taxable income 
of $5,000 or less per year, and on 
married couples having such in- 
come of $10,000 or less per year, 
in half, from the present one per- 
cent to one-half percent. Third, 


it proposes to increase the tax 
rates on all taxable incomes Over 
$25,000 per year, the maximum 
being jumped from six to forty- 
six percent. 

Proponents of the initiative 
measure who appeared before the 
committee argued that its ap- 
proval by the voters would estab- 
lish ‘‘a long required democratic 
base for tax planning in Califor- 
nia They said it would revise 
the present tax rates which “favor 
the wealthy at the expense of the 
low income millions.” 

Two state elective officials were 
among those who appeared in op- 
position to the measure. One said 
that its approval by the voters 
would mean an annual loss in rev- 
enue to the state of at least $50 
million, and warned that this re- 
duction would seriously affect the 
state’s ability to help maintain the 
public school system, as well as 
many vital state services, unless 
it were made up by revenue from 
other sources. The other claimed 
that it would affect the selling of 
California state bonds, including 
two issues on the November bal- 
lot for schools and veterans loans, 
and could increase the interest 


” 


J rates on bonds actually sold. 


Other witnesses who attacked 
the proposal pointed out that the 
state is already confronted with a 
general fund deficiency of about 
$200 million under present tax 
rates by 1959-60, which would be 
greatly increased if the measure 
were approved. The committee 
was informed that the only way 
the 1,000 new residents who enter 
California every day can con- 
tribute to the state’s welfare is 
through the sales tax. 


It was suggested to the com- 
mittee that any net loss of rev- 
enue if the initiative were approv- 
ed could be made up, either by in- 
creasing inheritance and corpora- 
tion taxes, or by taxing food, 
which is now exempt. 


One problem to which the at- 
tention of the committee was di- 
rected is that, if the measure were 
approved, the legislature would be 
limited to reducing the rates set 
by it. Another vote of the people 
would be needed to restore the cuts

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COTTON GROWERS WARNED TO CHECK 
FIELDS CAREFULLY FOR BOLLWORMS 
FROM NOW UNTIL LATE IN THE SEASON 


By Alan G. George 
Farm Advisor 

VISALIA, July 24—Growers are 
advised to watch their cotton 
fields carefully for bollworms from 
now until late season. A few 
worms are showing up in the 
fields but at the present time not 
in economic numbers. 

One of the first indications of 
the cotton bollworm is the appear- 
ance of small flared squares which 
may be eaten out or show other 
evidence of external injury. In- 
jured squares often are found in 
the insect net when lygus bug 
counts are taken, or on_ the 
ground, as well as on the plants. 
When these damaged squares are 
found, the field should be checked 
further to determine the bollworm 
population. 

In checking a field, examine the 
tender growth and small squares, 
especially on the upper third of 
the plant, for bollworms, eggs, and 
injury. If a small, live bollworm 
(less than % inch long) is found, 
record the plant as infested and 
go on to the next plant to be ex- 
amined. If no bollworm is found 
at first, but injury is present, ex- 
amine the squares, flowers, and 
bolls on’ the remainder of the 
plant. If a small bollworm is 
found, record the plant as infest- 
ed and go on to the next plant to 
be examined. 

If neither bollworm nor _ boll- 
worm injury is found in the upper 
third of the plant, examine the 
rest of the plant quickly for larger 
worms, and record them if pres- 
ent. 

Eggs indicate a potential infes- 
tation, and the field should be sur- 

veyed again in three to five days. 

Examine from 100 to 400 plants 
at random, over the’field. Take 

the plants from several rows, at 
least five to ten paces apart in 


each row. Examine about 100

So Slim had a friend in the ad- 
vertising business who was push- 
ing the Wanderlust program, but 
when it came on the air, there was 
a mass migration toward the TV 
knobs of Los Angeles.

FRESNO, July 24 — Farm em- 
ployment experienced another 
slight decline this past week with 
141,000 workers reported working 
in the eight counties of the Val- 
ley, San Joaquin through Kern, 
less farmers and unpaid. families. 
This is a drop from 143,000 re- 


/ported a week ago and is compared 


with 137,000 employed last year 
the same date. 

While this decline is a normal 
seasonal one, it is partially affect- 
ed by the decline in the melon har- 
vest and the slight delay in the 
table grape harvest, caused by cool 
weather experienced last week.

Senator Williams said .that ‘he 
believed the added services that 
the Highway Patrol could give in 
this area through a _ substation 
would be well worth the increased 
costs. P 

Bob Moyle, chairman of the Por- 
terville chamber’s road committee, 
summarized reasons for a Patrol 
substation: Growing population 
in the area; increased tourist 
travel, both in the summer and 
winter; a general increase in traf- 
fic; construction of Success dam 
that will bring workers to the 
area, then later tourists; the ex- 
tensive road mileage included in 
the county’s two largest road dis- 
tricts that would be covered out of 
the Porterville substation. 

Van Goodman, representing the 
Porterville State hospital, said 
that need for patrol work existed 
during the three daily peak periods 
of traffic to and from the hospital; 
Nap Easterbrook, high school and 
college superintendent, said that 
the office would have a favorable 
“psychological” effect on stu- 
dents; Ted Cornell, representing 
the Tulare County Taxpayers as- 
sociation, pointed out that saving 
in travel time now used by patrol- 
men checking in and out of Vi- 
salia, would put 15 percent more 
protection in the area than the 
same number of men and cars now 


give. ° 
Others participating in the dis- 
cussion included: Herb Short, 


representing the Traffic Safety 
council; J. E. Wheeler, chairman 
of the Porterville chamber’s indus- 
trial committee; Chuck Perry, 
manager of the Rockwell Manu- 
facturing company’s Porterville 
plant; Allan Coates, Porterville 
chamber manager; Judge George 
Carter, Porterville Judicial dis- 
trict, and Ross Gardner, acting 
city manager.
